HEALTH AND SCHOOL 

The ehllil who la starting school 
for the first time faces what la a ra 
tlier difficult period for many child¬ 
ren. Unbr.s he has been guided proper 
ly during hln pre-school years the 
change fr-m (lie home to the school 
isn't an easy change for him to make 
The chll.l fhould be told wh!u school 
Is. lie must be happy In school and 
get real pleasure out of his nohool 
work if he Is to do well In school. 
The child will be eager to go to 
school If he finds that it is a place 
which helps him to do the things 
which diltdren .'.ant to do. 

A great deal Is written about he¬ 
alth habi'ii and yet It acemn that com 
parntlvcly few parents realize just 
how much the good health of their 
children depends upon the establish 
ment of good health habits ns part 
cf the child.) daily routine. It requlr 
ea patience to accomplish this and it 
la to lx- remembered that aro'dings de 
feat the purpose; the child needs ert- 
couragement. 

The health habits of n school child 
should Include personal cleanliness 
A warm bath twice a week, under¬ 
clothes and stockings frequently chan 
ged, teeth brushed at least twice a 
day—after breakfast and before going 
to bod hands washed before every 
meal. Plenty of s'ccp, so lhat the 
chil.-i Is properly rrsted, can be secur 
e l only through having a regular bed 
time which allows the required hours 
for sleep before It is time to get up 
and prepare for .school. 


Play is necessary for the child, and 
every child's life should be so organlz 
ed that he will get plenty of out-door 
exercise and play every day. 

Meals should be served at regular 
hours. After washing hln hands, the 
child comes to the Inbie. The child r ’ 
quires a variety of foods, and because 
he Is growing and active, h c needs a 
good deal of energy—and body—build 
lng foods The selection of proper food 
Is the duty or the mother. The attlt I 
ude of the parents towards food will 
have a great Influence on the children 
If father will not eat this or that he 
need not expect the children to do so. 
They will follow his habits — not hla , 
advice or his orders. 

The healthy school child is natural 
ly active and will not need to be urg 
ed to play. He will need some super- ' 
vision, so that he does not overdo the 
play and forget lhat there is a regul 
ar bedtime It is important that child 
ren get up early enough to have time 
to wash, and to eat and enjoy their 
breakfast. Breakfast should be given , 
just as much attention no any other 
meal. A regular bowel movement 
dally Is a necessary health habit. Th- 
childs nctiviities must not be allowed 
to Interfere with toilet habits, which 
depends more upon regularity than 
upon anything else.

I is very frequently because they didn’t 
realize that a condition could be ser¬ 
ious and still not cause pain. Pain is 
usually a late symptom of cancer, and 
j the cancer patient who waits until 
pail- occurs befor ■ consulting u - J c- 
tor is In st cases "loo late ’

tion given to certain conditions which 
indicate the prs 'blllty of c i ccr.

Any lump, particularly in t’o hr 
cast, should be nvestlgated. Any core 
which has not healed properly within 
n reasonable time should be lave ,11 
gated. Any unusual discharge cr 
bleeding from ary part of th e body 
particularly in women after Ihe menc 
pause, should never be disregarded. 
Indigestion should always be looked 
i into, and its cause ascertained. 

It is by prompt attention to such 
abnormal conditions, which do no' 
appear to be serious, and which do 
not cause any diccomfort, that can cm 
will be discovered in its early, curabl - 
stage. 

Early cancer is curable, but the 
proper means of treatment cannot be 
applied and a cure effected urle-s the 
patient comes to his doctor at the 
first suggestion of such ah norm a' 
condition; as have been mentioned 
1 TJj so, and you will not be told that 
It is “too late”.
